Fo r the 
first time in 36 ho u rs the en­ 
emy failed to gain. 
(In a German-langu age bro ad­ 
cast the Mo sco w radio , heard in 
Lo ndo n by the United Press lis­ 
tening po st, to ld the Nazis that 
“it’s no w the middle o f Septem­ 
ber—it is au tu mn. The rains hav e 
set in and the nights are co ld. 
Bu t Stalingrad still stands.’’) 
REPULSE GERMANS 
A dispatch to tjie Co mmu nist 
party o rgan Prav da referred to 
“fighting at Stalingrad,” and said 
the Germans had been repu lsed 
in bitter-hand-to -hand fighting o n 
o ne secto r, where they had lo st 
1000 men.

sian tanks had charged and re­ 
sto red the situ atio n.

o f new anti-inflatio n co ntro ls by 
Oct. 1. 
PREVENTS CONFLICT 
With respect to wage and sal­ 
ary co ntro ls, the bill pro v ides that 
no actio n shall be taken which is 
inco nsistent with the Wage-Ho u r 
act o f 19 38 . 
No r shall any actio n be taken 
which wo u ld co nflict w i t h the 
reco mmendatio n o r o rder o f any 
federal agency affecting wages o f 
emplo y es .who se cases were pend­ 
ing o n Sept. 15, o r which wo u ld 
redu ce wages belo w the highest 
lev el paid between Jan. 
1 and 
Sept. 15, 19 42. 
With respect to farm prices, the 
bill pro hibits fix ing o f a max imu m 
price fo r any f a r m co mmo dity 
belo w a price which will reflect 
to pro du cers” the higher o f two 
prices: 
1. Parity price, o r co mparable 
price, as determined by the Sec­ 
retary o f Agricu ltu re. 
2, The highest market price fo r 
the co mmo dity reached between 
Jan. 1 and Sept. 15, 19 42. 
AUGUST 1 5 LEVEL 
The first sectio n o f the bill pro ­ 
v ides, ho wev er, that stabilizatio n 
be effected “so far as practicable 
o n the basis o f lev els which ex ist­ 
ed o n Au gu st 15, 19 42,” and adds: 
“ In ex ercising the au tho rity co n­ 
ferred by this jo int reso lu tio n, the 
President may pro v ide fo r making 
new adju stments with respect to 
su ch prices, wages, salaries and 
o ther facto rs to the ex tent that 
he finds necessary to co rrect gro ss 
inequ ities o r to aid in the effectiv e

Wage Rates for 
Farm Labor Told 


WASHINGTON,

(A P)—Secretary W ick ard has an­ 
nounced findings of the Agricul­ 
tural Wa’ge board on prev ailing 
wage rates for agricultural work ­ 
ers to he transported by the gov ­ 
ernm ent into sugar beet areas of 
California. 
Determination of the rates for 
sugar beet labor was necessary 
because of the 
req uirem ent by 
the Mexican gov ernment that any 
Mexican work ers adm itted to the 
United States under the 
n e w 
Farm Labor Transportation pro­ 
gram receiv e the prev ailing wage 
for the work they do, the an­ 
nouncement stated. 
The rates 
also apply to domestic work ers 
sim ilarly transported. 
SUGAR BEET RATE 
In Southern California the pre­ 
v ailing wage rate for sugar beet 
work ers, as 
determined by the 
Agricultural W age board which 
recently held public hearings in 
Sacram ento and Los Angeles, is 
eq ual to the minimum rate of pay 
set by the sugar agency on April 
9 , 19 42, plus 10 cents a ton. 
An 
additional 10 cents a ton also will 
be paid work ers who remain until 
the end of the harv est. 
The prev ailing wage rates, set 
on a sliding scale on a tonnage 
basis, range from $2.53 a%ton 
where the yield per acre is four 
tons or less, to $1.04 a ton where 
the yield per acre is 25 tons or 
ov er, 
the announcement states. 
The bonus, where paid, will raise 
these rates ten cents a ton each. 
In N orthern California the pre­ 
v ailing wage rate was found by 
the board to eq ual the minimum 
rate of pay established by the 
Sugar act for v arying yields an 
acre, plus 20 per cent. 
W here 
sugar beet work ers are paid on an 
hourly basis in Northern Cali­ 
fornia the prev ailing wage rate 
was set at 65 cents an hour by 
the board. 
A fter the need for work ers is 
certified by the U. S. Employment 
serv ice and the prev ailing wage 
rate has 
been determined, the 
Farm Security adm inistration, a t 
the req uest of growers, will trans­ 
port work ers to the critical areas, 
the announcem ent stated. 
W ork ­ 
ers recruited and transported un­ 
der this program are to be guar­ 
anteed the prev ailing wage with 
minimum of 30 cents an hour 
or the piece rate eq uiv alent.
